Belgium Builds 
Forts 

A commission appointed to report 
on the fortification of Liege has 
finished its inquiry. It advises the 
building of a fort on the Meuse at 
the ford of Lixhe. This spot was 
chosen by Gen. Brialmont, the 
famous Belglan engineer, as the site 
for fortifications; but for reasons of 
economy his proposal was cut out of 
the building program of 1887. The 
result was that in 1914 the Germans 
were able to cross the Meuse out of 
range of the guns of Liege. The re- 
port now made recommends that all 
the forts on the right bank be 
repaired. It also proposes the con- 
struction of machine gun shelters 
between the forts, with concrete 
observailon posts and underground 
communication trenchés. It is sug- 
gested that all main roads and paved 
highways, with bridges and tunnels, 
be mined so that they can be de- 
stroyed quickly in an emergency. 
Most of these things, curiously 
enough, formed part of the revela- 
tion made by the Utrecht Dagblad 
last year, over which there was 50 
much rumpus.
